LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  February  3  states  as  follows: 

"Although  extra  staple  cotton  prices  softened  slightly  in  several 

particulars,  during  the  past  week,  quotations  did  not  reach  levels 

that  proved  attractive  to  cotton  mill  men,  and  trading  continued 

light  and  restricted  to  rather  narrow  limits,  owing  to  the  refusal 

of  the  manufacturers  to  meet  current  market  prices. 

*  *  * 

"Interest  in  Pima  cotton  is  reported,  both  here  and  in  several 
other  New  England  centers.      Prices  are  slightly  under  the  levels 
that  prevailed  several  weeks  ago  but  offerings  are  not  heavy. 
Number  ones  of  inch  and  nine-sixteenths  staple  or  better,  are 
available  in  a  limited  way  at  43-l/2c,  while  number  twos  of  similar 
fiber  length  are  quoted  around  42-l/2c  and  number  threes  around 
40-l/2c. 

"Egyptians  are  slightly  lower,  but  have  not  been  very  active. 
Medium  grade  Egyptian  Sakel  can  be  had  around  41c  to  42c,  while 
medium  grade  Egyptian  uppers  are  quoted  between  24c  and  25c.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  1.1AEKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  February  17  states  as  follows: 

"Scattered  trading  in  odd  lets,  usually  at  sub-market  levels 
characterized  the  extra  staple  cotton  market  here  and  elsewhere  in 
New  England  this  week.       There  has  been  more  inquiry  of  an  irregular 
character  but  sales  have  not  attained  volume.      They  have  generally 
been  of  bargain  lot  type,  often  involving  off  grade  cotton.  Neither 
mill  purchases  nor  current  inquiry  show  volume  sufficient  to  cover 
sizable  yarn  and  gray  goods  orders  recently  taken,  but  mills  profess 
adherence  to  hand-to-mouth  policy  in  raw  material  supply,  avoiding  large 
inventories . 

*  *  * 

"Egyptian  cotton  is  somewhat  lower  owing  to  the  action  of  the  Lancashire 
Spinners  of  Egyptian  cotton  in  voting  a  curtailment  of  33-1/3  per  cent. 
Medium  grade  Egyptian  Sakel  is  quoted  as  low  as  35-l/2  cents  though 
many  are  still  quoting  37-l/2c  to  38c  for  it.      A  slightly  better  grade 
than  that  generally  characterized  in  this  market  as  medium  is  available 
at  38c  to  39c  and  reasonably  high  grade  Sak  can  be  had  between  40c  and 
41c.      Scattered  trading  in  small  lots  is  reported,  most  of  it  in  the 
grades  ranging  slightly  above  medium.      There  is  little  activity  here 
in  Egyptian  Uppers,  but  these  can  now  be  had  at  25-l/2c,  after  allowing 
for  the  net  weight  basis,  which  is  practically  on  a  parity  with  American 
Peeler  cotton  of  similar  spinning  value.      Since  virtually  all  the 
mills  except  those  engaged  on  tire  yarn  are  now  running  on  Peelers, 
however,  and  not  on  Egyptian  uppers,   the  present  prices  do  net  offer 
sufficient  advantage  to  compensate  for  the  trouble  involved  in  making 
the  change  from  one  kind  of  raw  material  to  the  other.

NEW  VARIETIES  OP  EGYPTIAN  COTTON 

''Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  February  9,  states  as  follows: 

"A  correspondent,  writing  from  Alexandria,  dated  January  31st,  states 
that  Dr.  Balls,  Director  of  the  Entomological  [Botanical?]  Service  in 
Egypt,  has  made  some  very  interesting  exhibits  of  new  cottons,  supple- 
mented by  some  verbal  explanations.      Of  the  samples  shown,   that  of 
Giza  No.  7  appears  the  most  attractive  in  every  respect,  since,  besides 
its  high  yield  per  acre  (550  lbs.  in  the  Delta  and  700  in  Upper  Egypt), 
the  cotton  can  be  grown  with  equal  success  both  in  the  Delta  and  the 
southern  confines  of  Upper  Egypt  (Assiut,  Kom-Ombo,  etc.),  and  this 
feature  does  away  with  the  established  belief  that  long  staple  cotton 
cannot  be  grown  in  Upper  Egypt.      Its  staple  appears  nearly  as  good  as 
that  of  Sakel,  and  we  are  told  the  first  spinning  tests  have  turned 
out  just  as  satisfactory  as  Sudan  Sakel. 

"Giza  No.  3  is  of  medium  staple  and  can  vie  with  Pilion.      It  can  be 
grown  only  in  Upper  Egypt. 

"Zagora  Meluki  is  an  improved  Zagora  of  a  bright  appearance. 

"Sakha  No.  4  represents  a  regenerated  Sakel  less  liable  to  attacks 
by  pests.      Its  yield  per  acre  is  not  much  higher  than  the  ordinary 
Sakellaridis 


THE  CHOP  IN  EGYPT. 


"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  February  9,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  G.  D.  Sarris  of  Alexandria,  dated  January  31:- 

"Weather  conditions  have  been  more  favourable  during  the  week  under 
review,  and  land  preparations  are  actively  pushed  everywhere.  Sowing 
has  already  started  in  the  southern  districts  of  Upper  Egypt. 

"Owing  to  the  delay  of  farm  operations  in  the  Delta,  due  to  the 
unfavourable  weather  which  prevailed  during  this  month,  it  is  too 
early  to  give  any  forecast  with  regard  to  the  acreage  of  the  various 
varieties  which  will  be  planted  in  Lower  Egypt,  but  all  indications 
point  to  a  slight  decrease  of  the  acreage  under  Sakels  and  an  extension 
of  Nahda  and  Maarad    [Egyptian -grown  Pima]  at  the  expense  of  Pilion 
and  Sakellaridis."

cantars."    [This  is  the  equivalent  of  466,000  American  tales]  . 


MA  AMD  COMPARED  WITH  AHI70FA  PIMA. 


A  test  of  Maarad  seed  sent  from  Egypt  by  the  late  Dr.  Mosseri  was 
made  last  summer  at  the  U.  S.  Field  Station  at  Sacaton,  Ariz.  Maarad 
end  Arizona  Pima  were  grown  in  adjacent  rows.      There  was  no  consistent 
difference  in  the  plant  characters  of  the  two  stocks  but  the  lint  was 
somewhat  shorter  and  less  even  on  the  Maarad  plants  than  on  the  plants 
grown  from  Arizona  seed.      So  far  as  this  test  showed,  Maarad  is  not 
a  distinct  variety,  nor  is  it  in  any  way  superior  to  the  original 
Pima.  -  THK.
